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ABSTRACT 



Ionic liquids comprising a mixture of one or more trifiate or 
bis(trifluoromethylsulfonyl)imide salt(s) with one or more 
Lewis acids(s), wherein the total of the molar contents of the 
Lewis acid(s) in the mixture is from about 0-01-98%, are 
provided, that are useful as catalysts in Lewis acid catalyzed 
reactions.
